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FIVE JAILED 
AFTER DRUG 
BEACH PLOT 


FIVE men have been jailed 
for a total of 54 years after 
trying to smuggle drugs val¬ 
ued at £4 million into Britain 
through Capel-le-Feme. 

They were arrested on May 16 last 
year after the UK Border Agency mar¬ 
itime operations unit and the Metro¬ 
politan Police’s projects team inter¬ 
cepted them landing on a beach in a 
drug-laden inflatable boat. 

Michael Daly, 48, from Bexley; Paul 
Young, 40, of West Mailing; Neil 
McCrory, 31, of Plumstead; and 
Patrick John Ince, 45, from Tonbridge, 
were all found guilty of conspiracy to 
supply class A and B drugs.

Gary Brennan, 45, from Welling, 
pleaded guilty to conspiracy to supply 
class B drugs. All five were sentenced 
at Kingston Crown Court last Friday. 

Daly - a former detective sergeant 
with the Met - and Young were sen¬ 
tenced to eight years, with five to run 
concurrently; McCrory to five years 
with three-and-a-half concurrent, Ince 
to ten with six concurrent, and 
Brennan was sentenced to four years. 

Detective Inspector Grant Johnson, 
of the Met’s projects team, said: “The 
result is a clear indication of the over¬ 
whelming evidence secured against 
this highly organised group of drug 
traffickers.” 


In April 2008, Daly and Young had 
been seen visiting premises in Kent to 
collect a motorised rib they would 
later use to sail across the Channel 
and collect the drugs. 

Brennan, Daly and Young launched 
the boat on April 22 and Ince drove 
across to France to meet them on the 
other side, but police believe the rib 
had mechanical problems and on 
April 25 Daly and Young were stopped 
by immigration in France trying to 
bring it back in a van. 

Daly was found to be in possession 
of a fake passport, but during 
inquiries he managed to escape and 
remained in France for the next three

OFFENDERS carrying out 
community service at 
Crabble com mill have been 
rewarded for their work 
with a national award pre¬ 
sented by Princess Anne. 

A team of ten dug out 50 tonnes of 
silt to help with the installation of a 
hydro-electric plant - the first in the 
South East. 

The system will allow the mill to 
produce enough electricity to become 
self-sufficient, freeing up funds for 
maintenance as well as providing 
extra educational resources for visit¬ 
ing schools. 

The team also carried out general 
restoration and refurbishment at the 
cottages of the Georgian mill at 
River. 

Their efforts have been recognised 
at Buckingham Palace, where repre¬ 
sentatives of the Channel 
Community Payback team were pre¬ 
sented with the Butler Trust 
Environmental Award by the 
Princess Royal, last week. 

Tim Salisbury, community pay¬ 
back manager for east Kent, said: 
“The lads really enjoy working here 
and it helps to involve them in the 
community, which is one of our aims. 

“If we can get these people used to 
hard work, they are more likely to go 
and get a job when they’ve finished 
here and be less likely to offend. 

“We can also help them achieve 
NVQs which means they can come 
out with something.” 

Harry Reid, chairman of the 
Crabble Com Mill Trust, said the 
community payback initiative has

weeks, only returning to the UK the 
day he was arrested. 

On May 15, Young, Brennan and 
McCrory launched another rib and 
Young sailed alone to France, leaving 
the other two in the UK. 

The day before, Ince had travelled 
to France so he could help Daly and 
Young load the dmgs before they 
sailed back to Capel-le-Feme. 

At 5.30am on May 16, Daly and 
Young were arrested after landing 
their drug-laden boat on the beach. 

Officers found two padlock keys on 
Daly which opened a storm-drain 30 
yards away from the arrest scene 
which concealed eight holdalls con¬ 
taining cocaine, amphetamine and 
‘skunk’ cannabis. 

Brennan and McCrory were arrest¬ 
ed in a nearby vehicle and Ince at 
Dover’s Eastern Docks by HM 
Revenue and Customs officers. 

Det Insp Johnson said: “Sadly, Daly 
was an ex-Met police officer who 
grievously abused his previous expe¬ 
rience as a detective sergeant and 
went to great lengths to avoid prose¬ 
cution. 

“I hope this serves as testimony 
that, no matter who you are, the con¬ 
sequences will follow.”

Veteran cop spends last day 
on beat where career began 


THIRTY years ago, Peter 
West joined Kent Police as a 
PC, spending his days on the 
beat in Dover. 

Having risen through the ranks to 
chief superintendent, as well as taking 
on the role of acting assistant chief 
constable in the past year, he hit the 
town’s streets again on his final day as 
a police officer, with PC Ashley Price. 

He said: “I thought it would be a nice 
way to round off my career - I started 
out in Dover and I’ll finish up here.” 

The father-of-two joined the force in 
1979 and has been involved in major 
incidents, including foiling the 
Millennium Dome diamond robbery 
with the Metropolitan Police in 2000 
and policing the construction of the 
Channel Tunnel. 

The 52-year-old was also involved in 
the policing operation during last year’s 
fire in the Channel Tunnel. 

He was area commander of east Kent 
until March 2008 and spent three 
months on secondment Down Under, 
working with the South Australia 
Police in Adelaide. 

But what kick-started his career was 
a love of fast cars. 

He said: “I’d always had an interest in 
getting into policing, but it was this love 
of mine that swayed me. 

“I’d been working in the motor trade 
and thought ‘police get to drive fast cars 
- I’d like to do that’.

“When I started, we were driving 
Ford Cortinas with a rack on the roof 
and one blue light. It’s a bit different 
now.” 

After working in Dover, Chief Supt 
West covered Chatham before coming 
back to Dover in 1982. 

He said: “Dover’s a unique place - 
there was always something going on, a 
lot of it to do with the port. 

“It’s not quite like it was then. There 
was no A20, just the A2 and the road 
going through Capel. The A2 was one of 
the most dangerous roads in the South 
East at that time. 

“There always seemed to be a lot 
going on here, with unfortunate acci¬ 
dents and other incidents, like the trag¬ 
ic case when a father jumped off the 
cliffs with his two children. 

“You have to tiy and distance yourself 
from the emotional side of the job with 
these kinds of things. 

“The job of a PC hasn’t changed that 
much, although there are a lot more tar¬ 
gets to meet. Sometimes I think it’s 
hard for officers having to concentrate 
on meeting targets instead of getting on 
with the job in hand.” 

After his final day on the beat, his 
next step is to work as a civilian on the 
police collaboration team which will see 
the Kent and Essex constabularies 
working together to improve policing.

Grammar school 
keeps Pace with 
needs of youth 


A PROJECT aimed at giving 
youngsters in Tower Hamlets 
more to do saw more than 60 turn¬ 
ing up for a DJing lesson. 

The sessions are held at Dover 
Grammar School for Boys every 
Tuesday and Thursday evening 
and offer football training and DJ 
skills. 

Youth engagement workers are 
on hand and they are hoping to 
attract even more youngsters as 
the evenings grow lighter. 

The scheme is run by Pathways 
Accreditation and Continuous 
Education Development (Pace) 
and funded by the Dover District 
Community Safety Partnership, 
Kent Police, Dover Town Council, 
Southern Housing Association and 
Kent County Council. 

According to the partnership, it 
has eased some minor tension 
between Dover-born youngsters 
and ethnic minorities living in the 
area. 

From April, it will be rolled out 


to the Buckland, St Radigund’s, 
Priory and Clarendon wards. 

Dominic Castle, from Pace, said: 
“We are grateful to Dover 
Grammar for showing us lots of 
support and allowing us to run the 
project at the school. 

“The young people really enjoy it 
and I can see it growing and grow¬ 
ing.” 

Kerry Marshall, PCSO for Tower 
Hamlets, said: “This has come 
about because there was concern 
that young people had so little to 
do in the evenings. 

“Sometimes that can lead to 
antisocial behaviour and calls to 
Kent Police and the Community 
Safety Unit about young people 
causing a nuisance. 

“The Pace scheme gives the 
youngsters something exciting to 
do, they learn new skills, meet new 
people and can realise their poten¬ 
tial to succeed.”

MP f s job not 
one for the 
faint-hearted 


MANY people know little about the 
day-to-day work carried out by MPs 
across the country at the Houses of 
Parliament. 

So when MP Gwyn Prosser, who has repre¬ 
sented Dover and Deal for the past 12 years, 
invited Yourdover to shadow him for a day in 
Westminster, it was hard to turn down. 

This brief glimpse into a typical day of an MP 
showed the reality of a job very much in the 
public eye - the peaks, the troughs and the con¬ 
stant running around. 

But it’s all worth it, according to the father-of- 
three from River, who was re-elected to repre¬ 
sent Dover and Deal in 2001 and 2005. 

Privatisation 

He said: “Before I was elected I came up here 
for a debate on the Channel Tunnel and one of 
the MPs left ten minutes into the meeting. 

“At the time I thought ‘how rude’ but now I 
realise how hard it is to get to everything.” 

Mr Prosser begins his day with a two-mile 
bike ride to Portcullis House in Westminster, 
which has provided office space for MPs since it 
was built in 2001. 

His first engagement that day is a debate at 
Westminster Hall regarding the threat of 
privatisation of security at HMRC. 

Following this, Mr Prosser meets with Pete 
Norris, branch secretary of the PCS Union, to 
discuss the situation in relation to Dover. 

He winds up the meeting 15 minutes later to 
get ready for the Speaker’s procession prior to

Prime Minister’s Questions in the House of 
Commons - the first held since the death of 
David Cameron’s son Ivan three weeks ago. 

Mr Prosser said: “When asking a question 
you have to say it correctly or you’ll be heckled 
by the other party. Or if you read it from a sheet 
they shout out ‘reading, reading.’ 

“I think this session will be a bit different though 
because of the death of David Cameron’s son.” 

The House of Commons is surprisingly 
small, with the public gallery sectioned off 
with a transparent barrier, installed following 
an incident in 2004 when purple powder was 
launched at Tony Blair by a Father’s for 
Justice protester. 

After the session, Mr Prosser rushes to the 
launch of the WWF Big Switch Off event. 

Every minute is crammed full of meetings, 
events and interviews before going over the 
agenda with his PA Jo Knight - and even these 
moments can be interrupted when the Division 
Bell rings. 

This sounds out throughout all the parlia¬ 
mentary buildings to signal a vote is about to 
take place and each MP has exactly eight min¬ 
utes to get to the chamber’s lobbies. 

Mr Prosser said: “When eight minutes is up 
the Speaker shouts ‘lock the doors’ and if you’re 
not there in time, you’re locked out and you 
don’t get to vote.” 

On one occasion, the Labour MP arrived 
thinking he was on time, but as he went to

walk through, the door was closed on his arm. 

He laughed: “Sometimes I think they enjoy it 
if we’re late.” 

His next appointment is a meeting with 
members of the All Party Maritime Group 
to discuss a merger with the Associated 
Parliamentary Ports and Merchant Navy 
Group, of which Mr Prosser is chairman. 

But the Division Bell rings and he rushes off 
to vote again. 

On his return, merger details are finalised 
and then it’s a quick interview with Meridian 
before meeting with a constituent. 

He said: “Any of my constituents can come 
here and lobby me and I will always try my 
hardest to see them. 

“I’m also in Dover on Fridays and on Monday 
mornings so people can see me then too.” 

It’s then on to the final meeting to discuss a 
study tour in Holland for the All Party 
Parliamentary Cycling Group, of which Mr 
Prosser is also chairman. 

As the day ends and Mr Prosser heads back to 
his office, it’s clear to see that whether a back¬ 
bencher, a cabinet minister or a committee mem¬ 
ber, each MP has their work cut out for them. 


Grant worth £6m to boost employment in Aylesham 


A MULTI-million-pound investment is being 
pumped into Aylesham to help with employ¬ 
ment and training. 

The Homes and Communities Agency 
(HCA) has approved a £6 million grant in 
recognition of the needs of the former coal¬ 
field community. 

The funding will enable the creation of 356 
jobs through the development of offices and 
other employment and training spaces. 

It is hoped the investment will meet the 
employment needs of the community which is 


expected to double in size over the next 15 
years. 

David Edwards, South East regional 
director for the HCA, formerly English 
Partnerships, said the organisation was 
delighted to be able to confirm the funding. 

“It demonstrates our commitment to the 
town and to those who worked at the nearby 
Snowdown. We remain committed to 
Aylesham and have put in time and effort to 
develop plans to help Aylesham’s growth.” 

HCA’s focus is to expand the Miner’s Way 


Business Park with new workshop, office and 
training space and also to refurbish the 
Greyhound pub with the same facilities and 
community space. 

The aim of the new proposals is to maintain 
the original development goal of creating new 
and sustainable employment opportunities in 
the town. 

Mr Edwards said: “Projects such as this 
require a lot of thought, effort and commit¬ 
ment and we will be working with our part¬ 
ners and the community.” 
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Feiry rivals on collision 
course over subsidies 


P&O Ferries is seeking an injunc¬ 
tion against a French local 
authority, claiming it provides 
illegal subsidies for LD Lines. 

The action against the Syndicat Mixte de 
Promotion de l’activite Transmanche (SMPAT) 
is based on alleged breaches of French admin¬ 
istrative law and EU state aid law. 

According to P&O, public money from 
French taxpayers is being given to LD Lines 
and its sister company Transmanche Ferries 
to support the Newhaven routes to France. 

Support 

But the company states that some of this 
funding was also used in the recent expan¬ 
sion of LD Lines’s new routes from Dover to 
Dieppe and Boulogne. 

Michelle Ulyatt, from P&O, explained how 
money is given by SMPAT to support the 
Newhaven route and help keep it in service, 
but that other firms on the Channel are also 
being given subsidies. 

She said: “The situation as it is doesn’t pro¬ 
vide a level playing field for ferry companies. 

“In our case we don’t get any assistance,

but other operators on the Channel do - 
most of them are French ferry companies. 

“We’re not happy with the fact that LD 
Lines is using ships for the Dover routes 
which are designed for Newhaven, but it’s 
the local authority that needs to stop giving 
out subsidies. If we can put a stop to that it 
will stop the unfair competition.” 

In February, French public spending 
watchdog the Cours des Comptes published 
a critical report on the use of public funds to 
support Transmanche operations. 

According to the report, the financial assis¬ 
tance cost the French taxpayer 128 million 
euros between 2001 and 2007. 

In response to news of the injunction, LD 
Lines released a statement pointing out 
that the watchdog’s findings were made 
before the public service subsidies were 
allocated to them. 

A spokesperson also denied that any 
public money in France had been used to 
set up the new Dover routes. 

“The state aid, granted by the 


Department of the Seine Maritime region to 
operate a cross-Channel route from Dieppe, 
was notified by the respective authority in 
Europe as well as in France, in accordance 
with the law. 

“All concerned authorities agreed to this 
delegated public service. 

“It is precisely because of the importance of 
this funding in order to operate this route, 
that the Conseil General Seine Maritime 
looked for a private operator, so that they 
could limit public investments. 

“The delegated public service started in 
March 2007 with LD Lines, with a plan to 
save many millions of Euros over the next 
eight years. 

“Considering the very tough economic and 
competitive climate of the market, LD Lines 
would prefer to focus its energies and

resources on developing cross-Channel trade 
and business for the company’s new and 
existing customers, rather than become 
involved in futile debates, prejudicial as well 
as unwarranted.”

BUYOUT: Brittany Ferries wants to buy out SeaFrance and says it will continue running Dover-Calais services 

Company's plans to keep 
stricken SeaFrance afloat 


BRITTANY Ferries has confirmed that it 
intends to take over cash-strapped SeaFrance. 

If the bid is successful, the company - 
which already operates routes to France 
from Portsmouth, Poole and Plymouth - 
will acquire four or five of SeaFrance’s 
vessels and continue services between 
Dover-Calais. 

The decision by Brittany Ferries follows a 
meeting of its board of directors last week - 
and despite initially stating that no offer had 
been made. 

David Longden, managing director of the 
French operator, said: “After 37 years of 
experience on the longer routes to France 
and Spain, this is an exciting opportunity to 
introduce Brittany Ferries’ award-winning 
standards on Dover-Calais crossings. 

“We can provide an even greater choice for 
our passengers and freight customers.” 

Hundreds of jobs at stricken SeaFrance 
could be saved if stakeholder SNCF agrees 
to the buyout. 

Some 650 jobs are at risk following an 
announcement last month that the company 
was in financial difficulties. 

A SeaFrance spokesman said ‘We can con¬ 


firm its stakeholder, the SNCF, has received 
a partial takeover offer from Brittany 
Ferries, and that LD Lines has withdrawn 
its interest. 

“The Brittany Ferries offer is being consid¬ 
ered by the SNCF, who will decide the next 
steps for the company in due course.” 

If plans go ahead, Brittany Ferries could 
become the majority stakeholder with 75 per 
cent of the company. 

The announcement comes just after the 
newest ferry firm to arrive in Dover, LD 
Lines, dropped its bid for SeaFrance. 

Louis Dreyfus Armatuers, parent compa¬ 
ny of the operator, had put in an offer follow¬ 
ing several months of discussions over the 
acquisition of the majority stake. 

Plans were to create a Targe SeaFrance’ 
combining the existing ferry services with 
LD Lines, with the head-office in Calais. 

But the French shipping giant has since 
withdrawn its bid. 

An LD Lines spokesman said: “The uncer¬ 
tainty as to the real intentions of the seller 
has prompted LD Lines to withdraw its offer. 
The short time-frame necessaiy to complete 
such a transaction is no longer achievable.”

Ex-council leader wants 
to sue MPthen be MEP 

A FORMER leader of Dover council, Tony 
Sansum, has joined a new political party and 
plans to stand for election as an MEP. 

He announcement comes just a month after 
he revealed he wants to sue Dover and Deal 
MP Gwyn Prosser. 

Ex-miner and self-employed engineer Mr 
Sansum, 56, was district council leader in the 
mid-90s. 

He claims that Mr Prosser had ignored 
his long-running dispute with the Child 
Support Agency (CSA). 

He said: “I believe he realised that my 
case would bring him into conflict with his 
government.” 

Mr Prosser denies the allegation and is 
“astonished” by the accusation. 

He says he still holds the case file which 
includes his representations to ministers, the 
Secretary of State and the chief 
executive of the CSA. 

Confidential 

He said: “If Mr Sansum releases me from 
my duty of confidentiality I will gladly 
publish the file in full.” 

Instead, Mr Sansum has signed up to be a 
potential MEP on the Jury Team - a political 
movement set up this month to allow 
independent people to stand for election to 
Westminster or Europe. 

He said: “Jury Team aims to allow people, 
selected openly by their fellow citizens, to 
become independent MPs or MEPs.” 

Jury Team is organising candidate 
selection - of which Mr Sansum is one - 
before an election takes place. 

Mr Prosser said: “He claims to have 
defected from the Labour Party to seek selec¬ 
tion as a Jury candidate, but the truth is he 
hasn’t been a member of the Labour Party for 
ten years.”

Recycling projects 
given helping hand 

Countywide green schemes given share of £70,000

ELEVEN community proj¬ 
ects have been awarded a 
total of £70,000 to go 
towards developing eco- 
friendly schemes. 

The Kent Waste Partnership, which 
includes representatives from Kent 
County Council and the 12 district 
and borough councils in Kent, award¬ 
ed the funding on Thursday from its 
Community Waste Action Fund. Each 
of the projects will use the money to 
fund initiatives designed to encour¬ 
age recycling in their communities.

The West Kent Extra and West 
Kent YMCA group was awarded the 
largest amount of £25,000, which 
will go towards purchasing two new 
vehicles to expand the group’s exist¬ 
ing recycling furniture scheme. 

Landfill 

The smallest amount of £100 was 
presented to Milstead parish coun¬ 
cil, near Sittingboume, to purchase 
compost bins for local residents. 

Minster Community Centre on 


Sheppey, will get £8,000; Eythome 
parish council, in Dover, £6,000; and 
Pepenbury, a residential home for 
adults with learning difficulties in 
Tunbridge Wells, will receive £7,000, 
all to go towards supporting higher 
recycling rates and cutting food waste. 

Pepenbury fundraiser Nigel Hill 
said: “We live in the countryside and 
the last thing we want to see being 
built is a landfill, so we are going to 
recycle everything on site and hold 
events to get the community involved 
and hopefully encourage them to 
recycle everything they can as well.” 

Others Kent schemes to be award¬ 


ed funding include the Greenhithe 
Community Market Garden, with 
£7,642; the First Faversham Scout 
Group, £2,000, Faversham 
Assistance Centre, £5,000; Resopon 
in Thamsemead, £3,700; Skillnet, 
£2,600; and the Beat Project. £1,376. 

Initiatives 

The 11 projects were presented 
with cheques for the funding at 
County Hall in Maidstone on 
Thursday morning, by Kent County 
Council’s lead member for environ¬ 
ment Charles Hibberd and 
Sevenoaks district council’s cabinet 


member for the cleaner greener 
environment Avril Hunter. 

Cllr Hunter, who attended on 
behalf of the district and borough 
councils throughout Kent, said: 
“These projects know their commu¬ 
nities and know what their commu¬ 
nity needs and they are setting a 
fantastic example to others. 

“I have been so impressed by the 
quality of the initiatives the projects 
have come up with.” 

Cllr Hibberd added: “Each of the 
projects is run by volunteers and they 
should be applauded as are helping 
to preserve the future of our county” 


Industry left soured by our work-shy young 


DAIRY farmers say the industry in Kent 
is dwindling because young people are not 
prepared to get their hands dirty 

The number of farms producing milk, 
butter and cheese in the UK has fallen 
dramatically over the past 20 years and 
there are concerns the trend will never be 
reversed due to a lack of interest in entering 
the profession. 

Falling milk prices coupled with rising 
production costs have made it a difficult time 
to be a dairy farmer, although some in Kent 
say the industry still has a bright future as 
long as there are people willing to work in it. 

Romney Marsh farmer Steve Fumival said:

“There are guys who are retiring all the time, 
but the problem is the younger generation 
are not interested in the commitment of the 
job. They don’t want to get up early and work 
hard all day. 

Breeding 

“I think there are about 35 or 40 farms left 
in Kent, but that’s about half the number it 
was 20 years ago. The ones that are left tend 
to expand or become more efficient through 
better feeding or breeding techniques.” 


According to figures released this week by 
the Conservative Party, almost 15,000 farm¬ 
ers have quit the dairy industry since 1997 - 
the equivalent of 26 a week. 

South East MEP Richard Ashworth, who 
lives in Folkestone, was a dairy farmer 
between 1970 and 2001. 

He said: “The dairy industry does have a 
future in Kent and across the country 
because the demand for dairy products will 
always be high. 

“There will be ups and downs so there 
needs to be top-class production standards, 
and if there are then I think the future will 
be bright.”

He said: “Local producers have raised their 
game. Years ago, supermarkets would swal¬ 
low them up, but then spit them out, too. I 


think local producers decided enough was 
enough and have been more creative and 
looked for other places to sell their produce. 
As a result, the quality has rocketed.” 

He says during the winter months his 
menu will be 25-40 per cent Kent produce, 
reaching anything up to 75 per cent during 
the peak summer months. 

As part of KOS Media’s Buy Local Produce 
campaign, we have launched the website 
www.foodforkent.co.uk, teaming up with 
local producers of fruit, vegetables, meat, fish 
and drink to provide a one-stop shop for all 
your family’s shopping needs. 

Mr Phillips said: “If you buy local, you’re 
buying in-season food - and if you buy in- 
season it’s going to be cheaper. It will be in 
abundance, it’s a better quality and it doesn’t 
take as much work to get it to the perfect 
stage. The key thing is flavour - it hasn’t 
taken a lot of time getting to your table. 

“And I can buy it cheaper, which means I 
can roll that over to the customer. So better 
quality, better flavour and right behind that 
is better value for money.”

As the world slips in to recession, is it right that council workers are demanding higher wages? 



Pay increase demands are 
in excess of the real world 


SO, as the rest of the world goes 
into financial meltdown, those 
‘hard-working’ staff at Kent 
County Council believe they 
deserve a bigger pay rise than 
they’re being offered. Unbelievable. 

And they say if they don’t get one, there’ll be 
a work to rule. Work to rule? I’m not sure we’ll 
notice, but just get on with it and accept the 
one per cent pay rise that we’re paying. 

Now I don’t care if it’s ‘only’ 8,000 union 
members among the 44,000 people who earn 
their living off the back of the council - it’s our 
county’s biggest employer by a long chalk. 

Your pay demands are shocking and an 
insult to the real hard-working people of this 
county. Let’s get a few things cleared up. 

Firstly it is us, the grafters in the private sec¬ 
tor, who pay your wages in the main. Do not 
get us confused with the majority of people 


with whom you come into contact daily. We’re 
the ones who are at work before you arrive at 
County Hall and are probably still there after 
you leave on time. We don’t have time to trou¬ 
ble you, we’re busy making ends meet. 

Secondly, council staff may not have noticed 
(when did a recession ever affect the public 
sector?), but workers in the real world have 
had a bit of a tough year. If we’re lucky enough 
to have held on to our job, the chances are we 
haven’t had a pay rise and we’re being asked 
to do longer hours and more work. 

Thirdly, inflation is set to fall below zero and 
bank interest rates are at an all time low. A 
cost of living rise would actually mean a cut. 

What does that mean to public sector work¬ 
ers, used to being well staffed and if they have 
to put in a few hours extra, they’ll get it as 
overtime? Nothing obviously. 

But if you at KCC can be bothered, consider 
the effect your wage demands have on the rest 
of the country: demanding above-inflation 
rises just puts more pressure on our weakened 


economy and ultimately we, the real workers 
and producers, have to pay for it. 

So, stop moaning and get on with your easy, 
well-paid jobs and if you can make an effort to 
try harder, then you might actually make 
things better for the rest of us. 

While this blog remains anonymous, if you 
are a KCC employee, do not think this is writ¬ 
ten by an officer or elected member of the 
council, your bosses are pretty hopeless when 
it comes to money management. 

There’s still the small question of the £50 
million which disappeared in Iceland and the 
outrageous bonuses paid to senior officers 
who... well, did their jobs really. 

On reflection, with them in charge, it’s quite 
possible your union demands for double the 
pay rise offered will be met. Trebles all round 
then, and pass the index-linked pension.

failed to convince decision¬ 
makers of our case for reduced 
charges. 

At that time we welcomed the 
two-year freeze on charges as 
better than the ‘usual’ annual 
increase but suggested that 


more was required. 

Things have since moved on, 
most notably with a high-profile 
campaign led by Andy Maple and 
Deal & Walmer Chamber of 
Trade, calling for much wider 
reductions in parking costs than 


even we originally suggested - 
we were attempting to be 
‘realistic’, bearing in mind what 
we thought the opinions in the 
council would be. 

As a result of this, and the 
apparent effects observed within 
Deal on behalf of our 
organisation, I now wish to state 
for the record that we fully 
support and endorse all that is 
being campaigned for. 

In an ideal world, there would 
be no such thing as parking 
charges and ample space 
provided for everyone, except in 
exceptional circumstances. 

Some time restrictions would 
probably be a necessary evil in 
the case of on-street parking. 

However, the appearance of a 
letter in the local press 
comparing this area to Fishguard 
prompts me to suggest that in 
the longer term Dover District 
Council considers a sea-change 
in its policy towards drivers, an 
end to regarding parking as a 
revenue stream, to be tightly 
controlled, restricted and 
enforced by an army of officials, 
and instead actually encourages 
people to come into our area for 
business with a policy of as much 
free and minimally restricted 
parking as possible. 

Where charges are made, it 
should be in return for security 
provision, with charges no more 
than those at, say, the Charlton 
Centre, a consistently cheaper 
commercial operation. 

As a Dover resident, I would 
add a personal observation. The 
now long-standing decline of the 
town centre is usually blamed on 
out-of-town shopping. 

I’ll not deny that that has had 
an influence, but that was itself 
a reaction to growing difficulties 
and expense of coming into town 
to shop.

Tomlinson, 69, is one of Liverpool’s 
best-known residents and has been a 
familiar figure on our television 
screens for nearly 30 years. But his 
early life was a world away from the 
glamour of the entertainment busi¬ 
ness, with a childhood marked by 
poverty. He was the son of a baker 
and his mother held down three jobs 
to help keep the family afloat. 

Early on he hoped to become a pro¬ 
fessional footballer, but turned down 
a trial at Scunthorpe Lfnited to focus 
on playing the banjo in Liverpool’s 
pubs and clubs. After getting married 
and moving to Wrexham, he found 
work in the construction industry 
and this would lead to his involve¬ 
ment with trade union politics. 

In 1972 he became involved with 
the builders’ strike, organising flying 
pickets and refusing to testify 
against his fellow strikers in court. 
Along with Des Warren, he was con¬ 
victed of conspiracy charges and sen¬ 
tenced to two years in prison, but 
Tomlinson has always protested his 
innocence. He is still campaigning to 
clear his name and that of his fellow 
defendants. 

During his time in prison 
Tomlinson developed a love of classi¬ 
cal music and discovered socialist 
theory. Blacklisted by the building 
trade, on his release he became an 
entertainer and theatrical agent. His 


life changed forever in 1980 when 
one of his stage routines was spotted 
by director Alan Bleasdale, who 
offered Tomlinson a role in his 
acclaimed TV series Boys From The 
Blackstuff. 

He went on to appear in the Jim 
Allen play United Kingdom and Ken 
Loach’s film Riff Raff, though his 
best-known character during the 80s 
was trade unionist Bobby Grant in 
Channel 4 soap Brookside. 

In 1998 he was reunited with his 
Brookside screen wife, Sue Johnston, 
to play the patriarch of The Royle 
Family. Written by Caroline Aheme 


and Craig Cash, the BBC sitcom 
established Jim Royle as one of the 
most iconic characters in British 
comedy history. 

He will be hosting part of the show 
as Jim and will also be appearing as 
fictitious football manager, Mike 
Bassett, the eponymous star of the 
2001 comedy film.

Owen's new best friend 
adds the feelgood factor

OWEN Wilson has made sure his 
latest movie is a real family affair. 

Not only do the Texan actor’s parents appear 
in new film Marley & Me, but his Australian 
cattle dog Garcia also makes his debut in the 
feelgood tale. 

The film, based on the best-selling memoir 
by journalist John Grogan, is all about family 
- and dogs. It follows John and Jenny Grogan 
through various stages of their life, from mar¬ 
riage and moving to Florida, to career promo¬ 
tion and childbirth. 

The one constant in their relationship is a 
labrador called Marley, who they describe as 
“the worst dog in the world”. 

He chews everything in sight, turns an obe¬ 
dience class into mayhem and howls like fury 
whenever there’s a thunderstorm. 

You’d think most actors would politely 
decline such a script, but perhaps Owen and 
his co-star Jennifer Aniston had never heard 
the old adage about never working with chil¬ 
dren or animals. 

“We grew up with dogs,” 40-year-old Owen 
explains. 

“My family’s first dog was a dalmatian 
named Nutmeg, but our main dog growing up 
was a chocolate-brown labrador called Blue. 
He could swim to the bottom of pools and 
retrieve golf balls, it was his special trick. He 
could hold his breath.” 

Marley ages 13 years in the film, so 22 
labradors were needed to play him. None of 
the dogs was trained to do anything other 
than normal dog behaviour - and the more 
badly they behaved the better. 

“Clyde was the main dog who played Marley 
and he was pretty consistent about misbehav¬ 
ing and doing bad stuff,” says Owen, with a

cheeky glint in his blue eyes. He also came to 
the premiere in Amsterdam. They said that 
was Clyde, but I’m not sure ...” 

Dressed in crisp blue shirt, black jacket and 
jeans, with neatly trimmed designer stubble, 
Owen looks the picture of health and happi¬ 


ness as he chats easily about the film. 

It’s hard to believe that just over 18 months 
ago he was suffering from depression and 
recovering in hospital after an alleged suicide 
attempt. He withdrew from Ben Stiller’s film 
Tropic Thunder and asked the media to 
respect his privacy. While questions about his 
health are off limits today, he’s happy to chat 
endlessly about Marley & Me. 

Owen says the film’s feelgood factor is 
responsible for its box office success when it 
was released in the US last year. 

“It’s funny and it also has some emotion to it, 
and when Jen and I both read the script we 
responded to the story. It wasn’t like an unbe¬ 
lievable, crazy situation. It was grounded in 
reality.”

Pompeii's magical ruins live again “ CTra£i, “

YOU can get a guide book to 
Pompeii which overlays photo¬ 
graphs of the ruins with trans¬ 
parencies recreating how the place 
looked in Roman times. 

But you hardly need it when archaeologist 
Gillian Shepherd is your expert guide. 

Listen to her amid these magical ruins and 
streets are once again thronged with shop¬ 
keepers and senators, fast-food sellers and sol¬ 
diers, graffiti scribblers, prostitutes and 
errand boys, overburdened slaves and wealthy 
merchants borne aloft on sedan chairs. 

You can almost smell the stench as she 
describes how fullers used to collect the 
ammonia needed to bleach linen by having 
large pots where passing men could lift their 
togas and make a ‘donation’ of urine. 

And you can easily picture the worshippers 
in the temples, the beasts in the amphitheatre 
and convivial gatherings in the baths. 

All the vitality of this affluent little town in 
the Bay of Naples was snuffed out savagely 
one August afternoon in 79AD when Vesuvius 
erupted and buried it beneath volcanic ash. 

It lay hidden and largely forgotten until its 
rediscovery in the mid-18th century, and has 
slowly revealed its secrets in the years since. 

The sheer scale of the site - probably a mile 
from end to end - makes a guide essential. You 
can do your own exploration with books and 
audio equipment, or join a day tour, but our 
expert was provided by tour operator Andante. 

For Shepherd, a lecturer at Birmingham 
University, this is the perfect job. 

“Archaeology,” she explains, “combines lan¬ 
guages, art, science and history. I love the tiny 
details, especially domestic ones, which you 


can still relate to. At the same time, though, 
you can never quite know the whole story. 
There’s always something tantalising, always 
an element of mystery.” 

The town is undoubtedly the highlight of the 
week, with a full day devoted to it, but the tour 
tries to give a wider picture of the area and the 
era. The trip is called Pompeii, Herculaneum 
and Classical Campania. Andante believes its 
trips are best enjoyed in the company of like- 
minded travellers, so it’s a case of small groups 
and an emphasis on eating and drinking 
together. 

You don’t need vast amounts of prior knowl¬ 
edge, only interest and enthusiasm, though I 
did feel rather daunted when a reading list of 
30 titles arrived with my holiday details. 

However, the package also includes excellent 
field notes, distilling key facts into a few pages. 
For me, the all-embracing intensity made it 
memorable. My fellow guests, including a 
marine biologist, a lawyer and business people 
as well as teachers and academics, were con¬ 
genial. My learning curve, though steep, was 
hugely enjoyable. Other days featured visits to 


Vesuvius, Herculaneum and Pozzuoli, which 
has the 40,000 seater Puteoli amphitheatre, 
one of the best preserved in the world. 

In Naples, the spectacular National 
Archaeological Museum houses the beautiful 
statues and other artefacts collected from the 
sites, including extraordinary mosaics made 
from tesserae (tiles) so tiny that the effect is 
almost like a painting. Although less of 
Herculaneum has been excavated, some of it is 
better preserved. 

The 500-degree heat carbonised wood and 
other organic materials, and at the antiquari- 
um in nearby Boscoreale there are blackened 
but entirely recognisable foodstuffs such as 
nuts, seeds and a loaf of bread - as well as a 
dog and a pig. The curious counterpoint to 
these are the grey plastercasts in Pompeii 
where Giuseppe Fiorelli, one of the first prop¬ 
er archaeologists to go there in the 1800s, had 
the brainwave of pouring plaster into the 
spaces within the volcanic material caused by 
the decomposition of the bodies. 

The result is a poignant reminder that this 
was, above all, a human disaster.

But, more often than not, people 
aren’t maximising the potential 
space that goes unnoticed in the 
home. 

She said: “As your home will be 
much more comfortable and run far 
more efficiently if things are put 
away, why not try some of the fol¬ 
lowing ideas to help?” 

These are her tips for a thorough 
spring clean: 

• Store toys in plastic colour-coded 
stackable boxes with lids to differ¬ 
entiate the types of toys inside; or 
you may decide to give each child 
their own personal box they’re 
responsible for to encourage them 
to tidy up after themselves. 

• By covering open shelves with 
roller blinds, using a fold-up screen 
or ceiling-hung fabric panels as 
room dividers, you’ll be able to hide 
some of that clutter and achieve 
more space.

of organising small items such as 
fashion accessories or cutlery; try 
Lakeland for quality space-saving 
products. 

• Out-of-season clothes can be 
stored in empty suitcases or bags 
that are designed to fit snugly 
under a bed, unnoticed - your 
wardrobe (and partner) will thank 
you for it. 

• To fit more into your wardrobe, 
plan storage that reaches all 
the way to the ceiling. Stow suitcas¬ 
es and rarely used items on harder- 
to-reach upper shelves. Add 
hooks to the door for belts, ties and 
jewellery. 

• If you’ve kept your shoe boxes, 
you can take a photo of each pair 
of shoes and stack the boxes neatly 
in your wardrobe with the image 
facing outwards so you know 
immediately which shoes are in 
which box. 

•Shelving is key and inexpensive - 
place above doorways and in 
alcoves.

•Use rows of hooks on walls in the 
hallway, kitchen and bedrooms for 
coats, clothes, utensils and pots and 
pans where possible. 

• Look for furniture that serves 
more than one purpose, such as cof¬ 
fee tables with built-in drawers, 
side tables that also function as 
display cases, armoires that can be 
used for unsightly computer equip¬ 
ment, and sofas that pull-out as 
guest beds.

money for a proper off-roader.

BMW's reborn classic 


BMW’s fortunes were founded on 
the 3-Series of the 1980s. 

It was a beautifully understated car, styled 
by ruler and embellished by BMW’s trade¬ 
mark nose - twin headlamps flanking a 
slatted grille and the so-called ‘double kidney’ 
centre detail. Powerful versions of that car - 
the E30 in BMW-speak - could be a handful, 
largely due to a shortish wheelbase, but it 
looked good inside and out. 

Since then, BMW has chucked the ruler away 
in favour of whimsical curves and slashes; ‘nou¬ 
veau fans’ seem to like this styling of recent 
generation cars while traditionalists have 
either bought reluctantly or shopped elsewhere. 

But there is a spiritual successor to the orig¬ 
inal E30 two-door in particular - the 1-Series 
Coupe launched last year. 

Proportions are similar, even if the design is 
more new than old ‘Beemer’ with its wheels 
pushed to the extremities; it is rear-driven in 
the BMW tradition, but there is none of the 
tail twitchiness of its distant predecessor - if 
anything, it edges more towards understeer. 

This sporting nature does not come at the 
cost of an excessively hard ride though,

despite using run-flat tyres to free the boot 
from packing a spare. 

It also boasts access to something the E30 
never had in the UK - some of the best diesel 
engine options in this class. 

The 120d (£21,385) is the entry model for the 
whole range as well as the diesels, yet powers 
the car to 62mph in just 7.6 seconds. 

Its 123d flagship sister, as tested here, does 
the job in 7.0 secs; all petrol versions better 
that, of course, but you are still getting a sport¬ 
ing BMW plus diesel economy and even our 
123d should average some 50mpg. 

What an engine too - twin turbochargers for 
loads of power across the range, plus the 
smoothness of a petrol unit. 

And it is a proper four-seater, though rear 
legroom is cramped and you will tire of having 
to re-adjust either front seat after allowing 
rear passengers in and out.

More effort into saving 
energy pays dividends 

CASH-conscious businesses have by now 
found ways of reducing their electricity, 
gas and water costs by negotiating lower 
charges and moving to lower energy light¬ 
ing. 

But these savings will 
soon be eaten up by fur¬ 
ther increases in prices 
and carbon taxes says 
Martyn Young, pictured 
right, who runs Blean- 
based Atlantic Business 
Resources. 

“A cost-effective solution is to educate 
your staff into minimising usage,” he said. 

“A good way to start is to appoint an 
‘energy champion’ with responsibility for 
reducing usage. With weekly meter read¬ 
ings, usage can be charted on the wall. 

“By engaging staff in this way you are 
ensuring continuity of effort, rather than 
one-off training which often gets forgotten. 
Employee involvement can easily reduce 
utility costs by ten per cent. 

“For higher usage businesses there are 
energy monitoring and control systems 
which will take readings eveiy 30 minutes 
and provide information. 

“These cost from about £3,500 upwards, 
but can easily pay back within one to two 
years of savings. There are interest-free 
loans available through the Carbon Trust, 
and they also attract 100 per cent capital 
allowances.” 

Free start-up seminar 

PEOPLE thinking of working for them¬ 
selves are being offered a free training 
seminar on how to survive and thrive in 
the recession. 

Called Let’s Talk Starting In Business, it 
will be at Barclays business centre in 
North Street, Ashford, on Friday. 

It’s run by Capitalise Business Support 
(CBS) in conjunction with NFEA, the 
national enterprise network. 

CBS managing director Sean Dennis 
said the aim was to have more workshops 
in Ashford and Maidstone during the year. 

And would-be bosses can also discuss 
the possibility of finance.

PROPERTY prices in central Kent 
will boom again once the economy 
starts moving out of recession. 

The message was clear from county-based 
industry expert John Elliott at a workshop on 
this year’s outlook for property in the Weald 
and west Kent. 

Mr Elliott, managing director of Millwood 
Designer Homes, based in Tonbridge, said 
although current trading remained tough, 
“stock was beginning to move and individuals 
could obtain mortgage finance, although on 
more stringent terms”. 

He told delegates at the meeting, run by 
local law firm Thomson Snell & Passmore, 
that once the turning point in the general 
economy comes the recovery in the property 
market would be “rapid”. 

“As developers would be unlikely to get their 
existing ‘mothballed’ sites on line quickly 
enough to satisfy demand, prices would rise 
again as fewer sites came on to the market to 
satisfy need.” 

Simon Richardson, of the South East 
England Development Agency (Seeda), said 
the outlook was mixed. 

He added that surveys showed businesses in 
Kent were less pessimistic about the future 
than their counterparts in the rest of the 
South East. 

However, he said, the numbers of residents 
employed in the financial services sector 
meant the Weald and west Kent area was like¬ 
ly to be more vulnerable to the effects of the 
credit crunch than other parts of the county. 

A discussion group on regeneration and 
renewal concluded the area was held back by 


factors such as poor road transport links and 
higher priority for investment given to other 
areas such as Thanet or the Thames Gateway. 

Another group discussing rural and agricul¬ 
tural issues said the rural community had 
been sustained over a number of years by 
diversification into other activities. 

However, farmers were often prevented from 
diversifying due to complicated planning rules 
and regulations and, more recently, restricted 
finance. 

Demand among farmers to develop their 
businesses was not matched by political will. 

Regarding rental property, it was concluded 


that in the current market landlords must be 
prepared to offer more flexible terms to attract 
and retain tenants and keep up their income, 
including break clauses and rent-free periods. 

In the meantime, developers who had 
options over potential sites were not exercising 
them because funding was not generally avail¬ 
able for residential development unless sites 
were wholly pre-let. 

So the conclusion was that the Weald and 
west Kent area is in a good position to take 
advantage of the upturn when it comes, and 
what was needed were effective council-led 
initiatives and a stronger infrastructure.

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Eye comfitkm forces Whites

DOVER Athletic striker 
Giuliano Grazioli has been 
forced to retire from football 
with immediate effect due to 
an eye condition. 

The former Barnet striker, who 
joined the Whites this season, has 
been troubled by a build-up of pres¬ 
sure behind his eyes - the condition 
was confirmed on Thursday. 

Under advice from specialists, 
Grazioli has been told to quit the 
game or risk losing his sight. 

Whites boss Andy Hessenthaler 
was shocked by the news about 
Grazioli’s retirement and wishes 
him all the best as he battles the 
condition. 

He told Yourdover: “It has come 
out of the blue. We knew about 
Grazioli’s problem and it has now 
been confirmed to us. 

“There is a chance if he kept on 
playing with it he may end up losing 
his sight completely. It doesn’t mat¬ 
ter if you are 24 or 34, like Grazioli, 
you would not wish this on anyone. 

“He is a great player and a gentle¬ 


man. He is such a good player to 
have in the dressing room. He has 
real skill and he has shown that in 
his career with his time at Barnet. 

“The chairman has said he can 
stay with the club until the end of 
the season, but he will have to hang 
up his boots. We are going to use 
him to his full capacity. 

“He will go to watch Sutton for us 
and help coach the forwards. The 
most important thing for him now is 
to look after himself for his family.” 

The 34-year-old striker has had a 
productive playing career, making 
212 starts and scoring 114 goals. 

One of the highlights was his 
equaliser for Stevenage Borough in 
a fourth-round FA Cup tie against 
Newcastle United. 

Grazioli made 11 starts and scored 
five times for Dover this season. 

• At the weekend Dover edged 
another step closer to the Ryman 
Premier League title with a 3-2 win 
at Billericay Town. 

The Whites opened the scoring on 
the half-hour through Dean Hill, 
only for Billericay to equalise four 
minutes later. 

Shaun Welford regained the lead 
for Dover before Lee Hodges’s stun¬ 
ning drive brought the scores level, 
but Lee Browning wrapped up the 
win just before the hour.
